DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eUgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on May 30, 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-17, 28, 30, 32, 34, 35, 38-40, 42, 43, 45-47, 49-52, 54-57 and 59-64 are 
allowed. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure. 

Citak (H0,00 1,929) discloses an implantable cardiac rhythm management device 
configured to measure lead impedance based on the amount of a voltage droop of a capacitively 
coupled pacing output voltage pulse over a fixed period of time that is shorter than the duration 
of the pacing pulse (i.e. during the pacing pulse). 

Dzwonczyk et al. (U.S. 5,454,377) disclose a method for measuring the complex 
impedance spectrum of the myocardium.
